CHICAGO INDUSTRIAL EXPOSITION, 

The question of haying an annual Ex- 
position or fair in this city for the exhibi- 
tion of the mechanical, agricultural, and 
manufacturing production ef the North- 
west has been long considered. The time 
has now come for action. An act of incor- 
poration has been obtained, and measures 
have been adopted to place such an insti- 
tution on a permanent basik. 

The importance of this work is so 
evident that it requires no argument to 
sustain it. Such things have been general 
all over Europe for centuries. In every 
gtand central point there ix an nual 


assemblage of producers. The effect is” 


greatly beneficial, not only to pro- 
dacers, but to the market thus

ve been too long neglected, and in those 


cases where they have been established 
the success has been wonderful. In New 
York, the annual Exposition of the Ameri- 
can Institute has been of great benefit to 
the whole country. A somewhat similar 
Institute in Philadelphia, mainly for me- 
chanical productions, has a national repu- 
tation. In St. Louis they have had for sev- 
eral years an annua! fair, which is more 
comprehensive than any in the Eastern 
States. It embraces the whole field of 
American industry. To it, from all quar- 
ters of the Far Weat, North west, South, and 
Southwest are brought the live stock, the 
agricultural products, the inventions, ma- 
chinery, and everything that marks 
the progress of human skill and la- 
ber. To that fair annually repair 
200,000 visitors. In Cincinnati, the orig- 
inal Mechanics’ Institute has grown into a 
mammoth annual Industrial Exposition. 
Louisville, not insensible to the advaata- 
ges of these affairs, will open, in Septem- 
ber of this year, a grand Exposition of 
arts, inventions, manufactures, and pro- 
ducts. For this purpose there have been 
provided extensive grounds and an im- 
mense brick fire-proof building. 

When the citizen of Chicago reilects that 
Cincinnati, Louisville, and St. Louis, with 


their limited means of access, and compara- 


tively small sections of country of which 
they are the centres, have been able to 
make these grand successes, it will at once 
oceur to him that, of all other places ia the 
country, Chicago is the best adapted for 
such a fair. The whole West is tributary 
directly to Chicago. There is not a village 
which does not regard a rail connection 


with Chicago as an essential road to 
its market.

We donot want to begin with a cirens 
tent, or a barracks; we must exciude 
every appearance of temporary building 
or grounds,and make our beginning, as 
we can afford to do, fully prepared in every 
way, to satisfy the country that the Chi- 
cago Exposition is to be not only greater 
than any other, but it is to be permanent.

There are those who, in 
their impatience, want to have a show 
within the next few weeks or 
months; but it is to be hoped that 
nothing of the kind will be attempted this 
“year.

He 
was born in 1520, and, after practising the 
law for some time, emigrated to South Amsti- 
ica, where, in course of time, he gained such 
an influence over the people of Araucania as 
to convince them of the necessity of making 
him King, which they did in 1861. The new 
King assumed the title of Orelie Antoine I., 
issned a Code Napoleon like a true French- 
man, and in all respects sought to Gallicize 
the simple Araucanians, and make genu- 
ine Frenchmen ont of them. He next 
started a subscription in France to enoour- 
age emigration, but the Parisians did not take 
kindly to the scheme, for Aranucania was & 
long ways off, and, although the principal vir- 
tues of the Araucanians are reported to be 
immorality and intoxication, there was no 
absinthe there, no Casinos, and no Jardin 
Mabille, and without these the process of na- 
tionslization could never be complete. Worse 
than this, the Government of Chili, alarmed 
atthe actions of His Majesty, made war 


The French King organized 
hig forces; but, before he could strike a blow, 
he was kidnapped by a body of Chilian

New York, Jaly 12 —Tue fate of Stokes 


still hangs suspended in the scale. District 


Attorney Garvin’s speech to the jury was not 
considered to be a very acute or impressive 
effort.

At 4:50 there was a 
stir, the Judge and District Attoracy came 
in, Stokes dropped a cigar he had been 
smoking, and was brought in. The jary 
simply desired to examine the clothes of the 
deceased. The Court asked, “All the 
clothes?’ The answer was: Tes, sir.” 
Mr. McKeon said without the consent of the 
prisoner these could not go to the jury. He 
wished to recall the fact that they 
had no opportunity to reply to the 
District Attorney’s argument on the clothes, 
nor had they proof they had not been tam- 
pered with ; bat they would not keep back 
anything.

ADVENT OF ASIATIC CHOLERA.
